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Chapter  Summaries 

Chapter  10:  Passionate  About  Calgary 

This  chapter  should  take  approximately  40  minutes  to  complete. 

Objective 

This  chapter  focuses  on  the  city  of  Calgary,  in  particular  its  many  attractions. 

Instructional  Strategies 

Help  the  student  understand  the  terms  media  and  economy.  Discuss  examples  of  each. 

Discuss  the  special  places,  activities,  and  events  in  your  community  with  the  student.  Have  the  student 
explore  his  or  her  feelings  and  thoughts  about  his  or  her  community. 

This  chapter  includes  a  computer  activity.  Assist  the  student  as  needed  in  finding  information  about  his  or  her 
community  on  the  Internet.

If  possible,  take  the  student  on  a  visit  to  Calgary  to  explore  the  city  and  its  many  attractions. 

Assist  the  student  as  necessary  to  view  "Calgary  Stampede"  and  "'88  Calgary  Olympics"  on  the  Grade  4  Social 
Studies  Multimedia  CD. 

Chapter  11:  Good  Times 

This  chapter  should  take  approximately  40  minutes  to  complete. 

Objective 

This  chapter  reviews  the  history  of  Calgary;  then  it  focuses  on  the  area's  economic  development,  the  impact 
of  the  railway,  and  the  Turner  Valley  oil  discovery  in  1914. 

Instructional  Strategies 

Discuss  the  importance  of  the  railway  in  terms  of  immigration,  settlement,  and  economic  development  of 
Alberta. 

Explain  how  the  discovery  of  oil  and  gas  at  Turner  Valley  in  1914  marked  a  major  transition  of  the  Alberta 
economy. 

Assist  the  student  as  necessary  to  view  "Turner  Valley"  on  the  Grade  4  Social  Studies  Multimedia  CD.

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Beyond  the  Story 

Take  the  student  to  the  local  library  to  research  the  history  of  the  railway  and  the  development  of  Calgary  as  a 
city.  With  the  student,  explore  websites  about  Calgary. 

Chapter  12:  Changing  Times 

This  chapter  should  take  approximately  40  minutes  to  complete. 

Objective 

The  chapter  focuses  on  the  impact  of  World  War  1  on  Alberta.  Economic  and  technological  changes  are 
discussed. 

Instructional  Strategies 

Discuss  how  technology  affects  the  student's  daily  life.  Although  the  focus  is  on  the  positive  outcomes  of 
technological  change  to  the  Alberta  economy,  it  is  important  to  mention  that  not  all  results  associated  with 
the  introduction  of  technology  are  beneficial.

With  the  student,  explore  websites  about  life  in  Alberta  during  World  War  1  and  the  1920s. 

Chapter  13:  The  Great  Depression 

This  chapter  should  take  approximately  40  minutes  to  complete. 

Objective 

The  focus  of  this  chapter  is  on  the  Great  Depression  of  the  1930s  and  how  it  affected  the  lives  of  Albertans  and 
the  economy  of  Alberta. 

Instructional  Strategies 

Discuss  the  terms  New  York  Stock  Exchange  and  stock  market  with  the  student.  Talk  about  the  Great 
Depression  with  the  student.  Help  the  student  understand  the  events  that  led  to  the  Depression  and  all  the 
misfortunes  that  occurred  during  the  1930s.  Discuss  how  difficult  life  must  have  been  for  Albertans. 

The  chapter  includes  a  computer  activity.  Give  assistance  as  needed  for  finding  websites  about  the  Great 
Depression.  Remind  the  student  to  include  any  new  websites  in  his  or  her  Internet  Journal  for  future  reference. 

At  the  end  of  the  chapter,  direct  the  student  to  the  Chapter  13  Assignment  in  Assignment  Booklet  3B. 
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Beyond  the  Story 


Encourage  the  student  to  conduct  an  interview  with  a  senior  who  lived  during  the  Great  Depression.  Take  the 
student  to  the  local  library  to  look  for  stories  of  people  who  lived  through  the  Great  Depression.

Chapter  14:  Alberta  Gets  Back  on  Its  Feet 

This  chapter  should  take  approximately  40  minutes  to  complete. 

Objective 

In  this  chapter  the  student  learns  how  the  Great  Depression  ended  and  how  that  affected  Albertans  and  the 
economy. 

Instructional  Strategies 

Explain  that  although  the  Second  World  War  was  a  significant  factor  in  ending  the  Great  Depression  in  Alberta, 
it  was  not  alone.  The  end  of  the  drought  of  the  "Dust  Bowl"  years  renewed  the  viability  of  agriculture  in 
Alberta. 

Help  the  student  as  necessary  to  listen  to  "Noble  Blade"  on  the  Grade  4  Social  Studies  Multimedia  CD.

Beyond  the  Story 

For  the  "Comparing  Prices  of  Products  During  the  Depression"  activity  on  the  Grade  4  Social  Studies 
Multimedia  CD,  help  the  student  use  the  local  newspaper  or  the  Internet  to  find  modern  prices  for  items  listed 
on  the  chart.  Choose  a  profession  and  then  enter  the  prices  you  found  in  the  "Cost  of  Goods  Now"  column. 
By  clicking  on  the  "Calculate"  button,  the  calculator  will  determine  the  number  of  hours  that  would  have  to 
be  worked  to  purchase  that  item.  Or,  you  can  select  the  "Calculate  All"  button  to  do  the  entire  list.  Have  the 
student  try  this  for  different  professions.  Discuss  with  the  student  how  expensive  goods  were  (relative  to 
income)  during  the  Great  Depression. 
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Chapter  15:  A  Vibrant  City 

This  chapter  should  take  approximately  40  minutes  to  complete. 

Objective 

The  student  learns  about  the  establishment  of  Calgary  as  the  "Energy  Capital"  of  Canada  and  its  importance  as 
a  transportation  and  distribution  centre. 

Instructional  Strategies 

Help  the  student  find  interesting  things  about  Calgary  on  the  Internet.  Have  the  student  type  Calgary 
attractions  into  a  search  engine  and  investigate  some  of  the  sites.  Remind  the  student  to  include  any  new 
websites  in  his  or  her  Internet  Journal  for  future  reference. 

At  the  end  of  the  chapter,  direct  the  student  to  the  Chapter  15  Assignment  in  Assignment  Booklet  3B. 

Chapter  16:  Into  the  Hills 

This  chapter  should  take  approximately  40  minutes  to  complete. 

Objective 

The  focus  of  the  chapter  is  on  the  foothills  landform — where  it's  located  and  some  of  its  natural  resources. 

Instructional  Strategies 

Help  the  student  trace  Isabelle  and  Alex's  route  on  the  map  of  Alberta  if  necessary.

Along  with  your  student,  examine  maps  of  temperature  and  precipitation  in  the  Foothills  Region.  Note  the 
differences  in  warmth  and  moisture  between  the  foothills  of  southern  Alberta  and  those  of  northern  Alberta.
